A deadline 
of 50 degrees F as an average of 
maximum and minimum temper- 
ature for December and January 
has been established. Above 50 
degrees points to delayed foliation, 
below 50 to a breaking of the rest 
period of the buds, 
leafage, bloom and setting of fruit,”

Addresses Upland 


Discussing “Women’s Legal 
Rights in California”, Lowell E. 
Bartlett, local attorney, was guest 
speaker at the meeting of the Up- 
land Woman’s club Tuesday. 
Mrs. L. E. Moser, the~ president, 
presided over the session. 
| Women have come a _ long 
| way from the days when they had 
no legal rights and were practic- 
ally chattels df their husbands and 
| fathers to the present time when 
they have almost equal rights 
with their husbands, Mr. Bartlett 
said, and since statistics compil- 
ed by life insurance companies 
show that life expectancy of the 
wife exceeds that of her husband 
by seven years, women today lit- 
erally do have final disposition of 
their property. 

According to Mr. Bartlett, there 
are three general classifications of 
property recognized in the state 
of California. These he defined 
as separate property, that which 
is given to one, that which is in- 
herited or that which is acquired 
before marriage; community 
property, that which is acquired 
after marriage, and property held 
in joint tenancy. The latter type 
is very desirable in small estates, 
| he said, as they are easy to ter- 
|minate upon the death of either 
| party. However, estates of $60,000 
or over should not be in this form 
because of new tax laws unfav- 
orable to the wife. In this case 
each owns an undivided half in- 
terest. Either the husband or 
wife can deed away his part, thus 
terminating the joint tenancy. 
Each undivided half is separate 
property. 

There is a fourth type of prop- 
erty which is not really a separ- 
ate classification, the speaker ex- 
plained. This is known as ten- 
ancy in common, Under this type 
| of deed two or more persons may 
own definite undivided fractions 
of interest in the property. The 
wife’s interest is considered sep- 
arate property, while the  hus- 
band’s interest is presumed to be 
!community property. 

; In stressing the importance of 
making a will, Mr. Bartlett gave 
the very simple rules for an auto- 
graphic will, stating that it should 
es on plain white paper, with no 
printing or other writing on the 
| rae, In giving other simple 
| rules, he said that the value is 
in the signature. He also gave an 
example of the more formal type | 
of will drawn up by an attorney, 
which is more desirable for par- 
ents with young children to edu- 
cate. : 

Speaking in more general terms | 
Mr. Bartlett warned that deeds 
made out, but not recorded, are 
not valid unless placed in a safe 
deposit box or in the hands of 
one’s attorney with written in- 
structions for recording after the 
maker’s death. Also such instru- 
ments are not valid if still in the 
direct possession of the maker at 
the time of his death.

Section 21. Preference for Returned 
Members of the Armed Service.
